Iu a single, year they paid $500 lu
gold tn the Dally Wiscousiu for adverti-
sing, and at tbe end ot seven years they
retired from business with a fortune ol
$700,000, while other merchants on the
same street, some of them opposite their
store, had failed "

We remember a similar Instance among
our own advertisers In the panic of 1857.
A aserchant continued bis advertisement
in our columns through tbe whole period
of stagnation, and notwithstanding the.
predictions that it "wouldn't pay," his
testimony afterward waa that hia sales
were steady and his profits satisfactory,
while many a merchant around him who
'couldn't afford to advertie," saw his

clerks Idle behind tbe counters.
A financial panic does not mean no one

has any money. There is plenty of mon-
ey In the country, and those who hoard it
are just the ones to be eager for the' "bar-
gains" which a fall in prices holds out.
But td buy they mast know where to buy,
and the merchant who tells them will re-
ceive their cash.

Our comity Is the finest body of agri-

cultural land on the glebe. Our city
poaaesees more natural advantages than
nlaety-niu- e hundredths of all earth'
great manufacturing center and

emporiums. And yet, the con-ata- nt

cry among us for years, ha been
hard times, no money, all going to ruin.
Wbyf Wbat'a the cause? Well, hear ua
a few minutes, and we'll give you some
of the catuei, for there are several. Big
public debt and high taxes are not all.
There are o.hers for which our own peo-

ple are responsible, and which tbey bave
tbe power to remedy, and by doing so,
improve our financial and commercial con-dlil-

at once.
For years, many of our clticeoa have

deposited and invested all their surplus
funds In St. Louis. One of our moat

bankers puts tbe average amount
thus withdrawn from onr town alone, at
from $50,000 to $100,000, beside all tbe
balances kept there by our banks for a.

From $50,000 to $100,000,earned
and owned in Lexington, Invested abroad,
while our whole county languishes and
suffers fur want of capital, it la notorious
tbat money earns less in St. Louis' than
here. And that it ia less secure, is shown
by recent events. All depo its in St.
Leuis banks were locked up during tbe
panic; while our Lexington bank went
straight on with their business; no sus-

pensions, no closed doors, no failures.
The money of . our home bank is lu

great measure loaned on Lafayette county
laads, the best security in the market.
Sending it abroad preventa all the good it
would do here. '

Hany of our eltizena buy their supplies
of both dry-go- and grocer!, In St.
Lotii s. They ought to patronise our own
merchants, and keep all the money at
home.

Large amounts of money have beeu
withdrawn, and are still withheld, from
our banks, by depositors not to Invest--not

to pay debts not to lend to those who
need It but for faar it might be wanted in
future. . It is estimated, that at leaat $50,-00- 0

is to-d- ay boarded in Lexington, carried
in pockets, stuffed in rat-hol- bid in old
stockiug-leg- s, withdrawn from circula-
tion. Put this afloat, and It would pay
$500,000 of debts in a fortnight.

Men with $500 treasury notes, carried
for months hi their breeches pockota, sol-
emnly assure you tbey can bardly get
bread and meat. Men considered poor
are burdened with money for which they
have no use; and tbeir wives are rendered
miserable by having the precloua board
entrusted to their vigilance and care, to
be stuck into cupboarda or thrust under
mattresses. One poor man, during the
late flurry, drew $400 from one of our
banks, which he has since begged a gen-

tleman engaged In a manufacturing enter-
prise to borrow from him.

There is now more currency than usual
In Lexington at this time of the year.
Our coal, our grain, our bogs are all
bringing in daily tens of thousands of
dollars. But the people that own It, are
afiaid to use it. The currency is called
Irredeemable and worthless. All raonev
is worthless when boarded. It is only
valuable as a circulating medium. Don't
be sfraid to shove It around. Let it cir
culate; the more, the merrier; the quick
er, the better.
